YVCCO Station, Minneapolis-St. Caul, will go down in history as 
one of the most successful civic undertakings ever carried out. 
The average citizen has no idea of the difficulties surmounted, of 
the preparations made, plans altered, etc., until the* program burst 
into full bloom like a century plant. 
That it was successful is attested by the telcgiams, telephone 
messages, cards and letters pouring in. 
In many cases former 
Brainerd people considered it a sort of rare reunion, a meeting 
with old friends and at the home of Mrs. Delia Lynch C’orkrey, in 
Minneapolis, long after the familiar tone of voices had ceased, the 
family circle continued to discuss “ old times” in Brainerd. 
It was just like a neighborly visit of Brainerd people. Unpre­ 
tentiously, without any spirit of boasting, the various participants 
in the program sang, played and talked. 
The speeches were com­ 
mented on by many newspaper men as being ideal radio talks. 
They were right to the point. 
Not one overlapped. 
Kach headed 
a definite direction and quit to a dot when it got there. 
Station Manager Harry Wilbern praised the manner in which 
the program was prepared and presented. There was no lost mo­ 
tion anywhere.
